And 
they have Preſſed, Impriſonned , Banniſned and Murihered many thou- 
ſanas of ther Equals a: home and abroad: and they have made Warre with 
ſeverall forrame N ations, wiihour a14 1: 415588 ihe conſent of the K ng 3

8 often , and erneſtly deſficred. And fo hath his Helyneſſe

all the world : and the ancienteſts for Chriſtianery.

eſpecially , your owne Couſin, the King , and his ſubje&s of greats 
neration of Rebbells , and hyppocrits.

Brittain and Icrland , who are greatly opreſſed by the Impudence of a ge- 


frendihippe with the Kings, and Nation of France : who is in greatdanger 
of an enemie that is much too mighty for them. Wherefere S1 x:

Neither can I poſſible thinke of any 
other perſons, who under God are more Indifferent, Juſt, and Imparriall 
Mediators, Compoſors, of all manner of differences, or any greevances, 
betweene ſuch Chriſtian Princes, as vour Majeſty , and the Xing of Spaine- - 
or the like of you , then the Popes Holyneſſe , whois { vnder God ), un- 
doubredly, for all ſuch Princes and people, as both You, and yuur Yube 
jeRs arev. : 

And foroft I know , for all other who are unfained Chriſtians, even 
asa carefuil, and a naturall Father for his owne Children. And therfore 
an able, emenant, and righteous Judge , fit for ſo waighty and necel- 
ſary Imployment as thartis. 

Becauſe he is one that feareth God, and hateth covetouſneile, who , 
in Gods behalte, and in the place of Mey/es, will provide reaſonable, and 
able men , as in Exodus, chap. 18. verl. 21.22.

having any more Relation to your Majeſty of France , then to the King of 
Speine : or to bee ſure , his Majeſty of Dexemarcke, hath no more Relation. 
vnto the King of Spaine, then hee hath vnto your Majeſty, but rather lefſe of : 
the rwoo: yet I remember, that when the late difference was betweene_s 
the Lords the States Generall, of the wnited Provences, and the Uſurpers of Engeland : 
they choſe for theyr Arbitrators, the Lords of Switſcherland, the Lords of Geneva , 
and of the Kingdom of Sweaden ; and therfore I humbly preſent unto your. 
Conſideration , and the Adviſe of your moſt honourable Privy Counſel , 
rogether with the Advice of your moſt Graue, Learned , and Reverent” 
Cleargy : whether the three Spiritual Eieftors of Germany , bee not nurrall , 
and indifferent Judges, forto giue theyr Adviſe and Afliſtance, ina buife- 
neſſe, which concerns all Catholicks, in ſo high a nature: the King of 
Spaine , and your Majeſty, being both Catholicke Kings ; neare neighbours, and 
neare of Kinne, he being bone of your bone , and fleſh of your fleſh. Indges 9,2. 

Why then will your Majeſtye bee the Laſt, that ſhall Reſolve vpon 2.Samn. 19; 
a happy Peace with the King ef Spaine, ( who is one of your beſt, and your verſ. 12. 
neareſt Frends? ) Peace being a thing pleaſing vnto God , and vnto all 
that feare him intrueth. Ir is no diſparidgment to any King, or Prince 
in the world : to follow the Example of Abraham, who was very Rich in 
Cartell, Silver and Gould: yer for peace-ſake, gave choyle to Lth, his bro= g,,,- , . 
thers Son;who was the meaniſt and the joungeſt man. Either to goe to the wo . 
Right hand , orto the Left : which he pleaſed, in the 8. and 9. verſes of © ** 
the ſame Chapter you haue it. 

S1R: Abraham being the Eldeſt man, and the mightyeſt, might ſo 
much the better haue clamed ſome kinde of prehemenence : yer the * 
cleane contrary appeares in Abraham, who was tie hit that prayed Loh, 
that there might be no ſtriffe betweene them, and that for theſe three 
Reaſons.

ef the Lord , that trembled at bis word. And in the 2. verſe of the 60. of 1/aiab, 
God faith ; But to this man will 1 looks , exen to bim that « poore,, and of a 
contrite Spirit , and trembleth at my word. Which I hope your Majeſty, and all 
your good People of Fraxce, will doe: and not like Crampell, and his 
Company ; who hauc ſeduced and deluded many of the people of Exg- 
land ; and cauſed them to for/ake the Lord God of their Fathers, As for himſelfe , 
and the reſt of his Leaders, who are Arch-Rebells, it ſeemes they are the

defiling his Fathers Concubines, in the ſight of the Son, thar all mighr ſee 
it; with an intent to make David to abhorre Abſolem ; and thar all Iſrael! 
might deride David beyond all poſſibillity , or hope of any agreement”. 
So have the Rebbells of Exy/and ſought by all meanes poſhble, ro make 
the people abhorre their Gratious King and Queene ,, and ſuch others as 
were faithfull in the Land , and more Noble, and Righteous, then any of 
the ſayd Rebbells. How that they deviſed wicked devilſes, not only ro ſme

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and let vs net give heed to any of his words, T had almoſt forgot the behaviour 
of that Generation of Seperars, towards the Duke of Buckingham , and his mo- 
ther ; with Dofer Lambe. I am loath ro foule fo much paper , and trouble- 
the Reador with ſo many Lyes as they deviſed, and devoulged for many 
yeares together , both within and without the Kengdom of England, purpolly , 
ro make all people to abhore them, becauſe it pleaſed God to givethe Duke 
favour in the eyes of both the late Kings of England, In fo much , that 
I my lelfe hearing daily the extreame ſlaunders, which was contrived 
and broached againſt them, by theſe foule-mouthed and ſhamleſle people ; 
was almoſt perſwaded, that it was true that was reported of them. : and I 
I was fo farre deluded, that I thought, that whoſoever ſhould deſtroy them, 
would doe God andthe Country good ſervis.

fell vpon the Biſbop of Canterberry, with intollerable back-bitings, and Revi- 
leings, ſaying, Firſ# , That he did intend 10 make the Land Popiſh. Secondly ; That 
he could not proach himbelſe. Thirdly : That he perſecuted Godly Mmiſters : becauſe 
it was his office to puniſh ſuch as ſtird vp the people to rebellion. Fowrthly 
That the Pope had ſent him a Miter ffomRoome: which the Conſpirators (it ſeems) 
had made them (ſelves,8& pretended they found it in a ſhippe, at the Cuſtem- 
houſe at London : (o reporting it that there was an agreement betweene the 
Pope and him,that he ſhould Raine as Pope in England. F:#ly: when they 
cauſed him ({ without any Law or Juſtice ) to be apprehended, in the time 
of the ſecordd Parlement, as they called it: that they might collor rtheyr 
owne mallicious defignes againſt him : they pretended , that he did indea- 
vour to make his eskape: vnto that end hee had a ſuir of Freez brought 
him, that thereby hee might the better eskape , without any notice being 
taken of him. Szxtly , that the ſayd Lord Biſhop of Canterberry , did accuſe the 
Lord of Strafford; who was alſo a priſonner, and whom allo they did in- 
rendto murder, that the ſayd Earle of Strafford, Lord Liftenant of Ireland, was 
the cauſe of drawing the ſayd Biſhoppe into his troubles. And that the» 
ſayd Earle ſhould ſay, That the Biſhop, was the cauſe of his treubles. And 
that one, or both of them , ſhould curſe the day that ever they knew one 
another ; and that in reveyling tearms, they ſhould accuſe one the other, 
as it was reported by the Confſpirators or their Adhearence. Theſe noto- 
r:0us flanders, they have not bene aſhamed for to bring , or to ler come 
11 print ; for to make thoſe innocent perſons exceeding odious to all =

ple,tothe end that few,or none ſhould queſtion the cauſe, or the Reaſon of 
theyr taking away theyr lives. But theyr defigne was onely to murder them, 
becauſe they were faithfull ro God, the King and the Country; each in his 
ſeverall places, whereunto they were lawfully called. Being both men of 
excellent Learning , and Wifedom , courageous, not fearing the perfons of 


| the mighty. They were men, fearing God, and icorning Bribes. I oblerved 


that one of the greateſt cauſes of the inverterate mallice of his enemies 


. againſt him , nextvnto his, being an enemy vnto rebeilion : was, that hee 


would not fuerthe meanor fſor:c of people to bee oppreſt by the mighty : 
and which were vnder his Goyernement in Jrelaxd. 

Fi, theyr blood-thirity , and ryrannycall proceedings againft the fayd 
EARLE, When he was trycd for his Lite, doth apparentiy ſhow their, 
prepared, and abhominable de{ignes : Namely : a fixtand a firme refolu- 
tion, ſecretly within them ſelves, by force totake away the Lite of the 
Now Eaie, without any regard vnto Juſtice, Law or Equity, which ſhowes 
the doge-like mallice of the Rebbels, againſt that worthy Perſon, who 
was preferd to a place of Qualluy., Truſt and Power ; who was both wil- 
hng and able to reſiit the develiſh Rebg!lion, then intended by the Con- 
ſpirators againſt the King and his Subje&s : as appeares .by one that was 
convinced of Pergery : thatcame as a wirneiſe againſt the noble Earle, 

Secondly , they pretended to convince this Earle of tome crime : by the , 
teitimony of only one witneſſe, who was knowne to bee his profeſt 
cnemy.Which is contrary to the Law of God, for itis ſayd , at the month of 
too & three witneſſes he ealy ſba7 die that is rporthy of death , bus as the mouth of one 
ritne{ſe xo man ſha die . 

Thwaly , after they were ſhamefully worſted 1n theyr accuſing this Noble 
Perſon of hygh Treaſon, fccing they could prove no Treaſon ar all 
againſt him... 

Fexrtirly , after the cioaſe of the profes , or his charge, given in before : 
they alleaged three new Arnckles againſt him , with vahumay Imporcuni- 
ty , to have the Earle preſently to anſwere vnto them : without any time 
to bethinke him telte; though by Reaton of the infirmety of his body , and 
his ſpirits being much tpeat by pleading by way of anſwere vnto theyr 
accuſations againſt him : did earneſtly defire ſome few dayes tume, to be- 
thinke him ſelte : which the Lords of the V pperhouſe thought ro bee bur- 
Realonable, yet nothing would content theſe ſhameleiie fellows, but a 
preſent anſwer from hin. . 

Fifty, the Ignorant people, being by falſe Reports, Inveteratly fer a- 
gain{ him , by whome he was accuſed ; that he cauied a Horle ro bee fto- 
len, and after that, hanged the man that bought him, becauſe he mighr- 
injoy his Eſtate after his death : which thing proved ſo fouli againſt them 
ſelves , that they did not ſo much as mention it at the Barre. 

Sixt'y , they ſtird vp baſe and unruly Raskalls, not oncly for_to Impor- 

rane , 
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rune , but to compell tbe Lords of the bouſe of Peares , to pasa Bill, for totake 
his life , without Law,and contrary to Law, and againſt the will of the- 
Lords. Offering violence to theyr perſons, in caſe . con would not graunt 
ic ; noewithſtanding they found nothing againſt him worthy of death : 
which the Lords fully declared. 

Seaven:bly , when the Bill was paft, it was ſtill by the Law of the Land; YI. 
in the power and choyſc of the Kiog, to ſ{igne the Bill, or not. His Majeſty 
having alfo declared; that he found in the ſayd Earle nothing that” 
routched his Lite juſtly ; and the Confpirators ſuppoling the King 
woutJ Dy NO mMeanes be prevailed with a!l ro (igne the fayd Bill: they 
cave out words preſumptiouſly ;- that in cafe hee would not, they would 
pull downe the Tower of London, where the fayd Earle was [mprifoned, 
and teare him in peeces. Fa | 

This ruyd multcude , being fet on by the Ulye and (erer Confpirators; V III, 
came tumu!tuouſly vntothe Kings Court: and forced them ſelves in. , 
whether the Porter would or not, and fayd, That they would have no Por- 
cer at all there, but would ſpeake with the King , when they pleafed : 
the like was never knowne before. 

They preſt ſo hard vpon his Majeſty, nevther would they leave him, IX 
vntill he was foreed ro promiſe them , that hee would advite with rhe, 
Biſhops, and then ſigne the ſayd Bill : Nordurſt the Biſhops adviſe the 
King to the contrary , for feare of being murdered them ſelves. 1 thinkey 
they were threatened too : to thar purpoſe. 

I have within my ſelfe , more then ordinary Reaſon ,to thinke that if X. 
his Majeſty had not ſigned the ſayd Bill ( which was contrary tothe 
Law of God , andthe Nation; and againſtthe Kings owne confcience : ) 
then he had beene murdered at that preſeattime, or ſhortly after. 

Neither were they yet contented, becauſe thatthey ſee, that whatthey 
had donne ditpleaſed the King , andthe Lords of the houſe of Peares ; to 
ſee ſo Noble and to Innocenta perſon to loole his Life; as the ſayd Earle 
of Strafford was : contrary to Law and Conſcience. Therefore this theyr 
impucence , brought a neceſſety vpon them ſelves ; to have murdered the 
King : had he not departed from London when he did: and yet they 
blamed him becauſe hee departed. . 

This isthe Reaſon , that the Precedences and Princes of King Dares , 
ſoughr occation againſt Danze/: becaule God gave him wiſedome, and an Daz. cap. 
excellent {pirit was found in him:and therefore theKing thought for to ſer 6.ver/ 4.5, 
him over the whole Kingdome; wheretfore, like Balaam, his ſayd cnemyes 6. 10. 12. 
conſpired to make him caſt of his duty to God, cr ro forfeyre his Life to 
the King , becauſe that the Lord gave him favour in the ſight ofthes 
King : who better deſerved it, then the ſayd Precedencesor Princes. So 
becauſe there was found in the Earie of Strafford ſo much Courage , Wiſdom:- , 


and the feare of the Lirs , asnot ta bee 2a Rebbell like his encnyies, rherfore

they . like vnto the Princes of Deryens , ſought by all volawfull meanes 
their ſerpentlike heads could poflible deviſe to deprive the King , and the 
Nation of England, of a Gentleman who was more zeble , able, honeſt , and 
Righteous, then the beſt of them ſelves, only becauſe his workes were 
Righteous, & the Intentions of the Rebbells was then wholly or miſchiefe, 
juſt like vnto Caiz, who was of that wicked one, and Jew his Bro- 
ther for no other-Reaſon, but becauſe bis owne workes were evil , and hi Bro- 
thers good, They prepared a way to deſtroy Daniel, ſaying ; wee ſoal findes 
nothing againſt him, except it bee concerning the Law of his God, And becauſe Da- 
ziell durſt not negle& his duty,and fo breake his peace with his God: when 
he knew of the conſpiracy, contrived by his enemyes, who had prevailed 
with the King to figne it : he went into his houſe , and his windowes 
being open towards Ferwſalem , hee kneeled vpon his knees, three times 
a day , and prayed, and gave thankes before his God , as hee gid a- 
fore times. 

Heere vpon, Demiz7 was accuſed to the King by his ſayd enemyes , for, 


Pers. 12.13 breaking the Kings Decree ; thinking therby to have taken his Life from 
14.15.16. him : Inciting the Law of the Afeades and Perſiaxs , which might not bee

W hereatthe King Darizs was ſore troubled : but it proved to the de- 
ſtruction of the conſpirarors them ſelves. From which I obſerve : thats

thoſe, who are defilled with Thefc, Lying , and many other crying {innes, 
likewiſe their being knowne to be gilry of ſhedding of innocent bloud ; zo 
wiz , thoſe that are of ſuch famelye , come by that means, oft times to be 
deſtroyed ; and theyr Wives and Children with them. 1e/bua , as it apears 
by Aker and his Children : who were ſtoned with ſtones, and burned 
with fire. So hkewiſe Dazhan and Abrram, periſhed with their wives, their 
ſons ,and their little children : When the earth twallowed them up, and 
their houſes , and all that pertained unto Kore , went downe alive into the 
pitt : and the earth cloaſed upon them : and they periſhed, from among 
the congregation. So that all Iſrael! , round abour, fled at thecry of them. 
And there came our a fire from the Lord , which conſumed the rwo hun- 
dred and fifty men , that offered Incence. Partly , becauſe they fer them 
ſelves againſt Moyſes and Aron; whome it had pleaſed the Lord ro ſer” 
over them : as the Rebbells have done againſt the King , the Biſhops, and 


others of the Cleary of England, Therefore , it is needfull, that all _ men,

reward, Whoalſo will one day periſh in the like gainſaying of Cor, 
without timely repentance, and amendment. Ir is not the meanneſſe of 
the perſons ofthe Rebbels that I meane , bur the bafeneſſe of their beha- 
viour towards God, their Xing , and Contry : nor yet of the mean quallety , 
of Groomes, Coachmen, Coblers, Souldiors, and the like : that I diſdai- 
ne ar. Bur becauſe they preſume vpon that which belongs not vnto them: 
neyther are they in any meaſure fit for it. By reaſon whereof, the word, 
and the trueth' of God , is deſpiſed, and lighted , which is preached by his 
owne Servants, who were thereunto lawfully called : who , like the faith= 
full, and holy Prophers of the Lord,deſiers to keepe a good conſcience to- 
wards God, in the diſcharge of their duty, which is contrary to the proce- 
dings ofthe Rebbells. Therfore it is, that theſe conſeated , and buſfie fel- 
lows are not onely allowed, but colleaged with all, by the Conſpirators;who 
had rather- be flattered to hell, in their wickedneſfle, -then to be juſtly re- 
proved, by the true Meſſingers of God. 

Hence itis , that ſo many are perſecuted and droveout of their livings, 
and out of their native country,and which is worſſe,divers for a lively-hood, 
doth ſuffer them ſelus to be perſwaded, to preach contrary to their owne 
Conſciences; without which they cannot ſubliſt, nor be quietin the Land, 
as the caſe now ſtandes. 

/ Beſids all this, I have great reaſon to conceave, that ſome of the chieffe

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horrible miſchiefe is in a great meaſure immetated by the Rebbeli of England : 
which, tothe wonder of a great part of the world, ſhall by Gods gratious 
aſſiſtance , more fully apeare here after, yet notwithſtanding , the trueth 
of theſe Compariſons, whereunto Lliken the Rebbells of England , yet theſe 
fellowes, like vato proud Serecharab , who is termed che great King of Aſſria, 
dos boaſte in an impudent manner, of their wicked and curſſed coun- 


_ cell; and vi{urped ſtrength for warre :: can finde allo a Rehfbateb , full of 


bouldneſſe againſt cheir Souveraine Lord, and King , and many others of 
their bertters. Who pretend , they doe nar all this violence, without the 
Lor\ : that is to ſay ,. they pretend, that they Rebbeliagaink their King, 
and deſtroy their Nation , in the behalfe of the Lord. 

See their Serpentlike {ubtilty, reſembling exaQly that of ReatS-akeb, when 
as hee ſaid, Let not Hezekiah deceave you , for bc ſhall nat be abie to deliver you , 
Neither are they leiſe blaſphemous then ReahSateb , in their ſeverall cxpre(- 
ſions againſt God : as well as preſumprious and ſlanderers againſt their, 
rightious King. Neyther doe they come ſhort of RebGalchs rule, and 
bouldneſſe , in.ſtirring vp the people ro Rebbeil againſt their King: buc 
they exceed him inthis, thatthey compell, by force and violence, the peg 
ple to Rebbell againſt their lauwfull and rightcous King. 

Nay , the Traitors of England, doe not oaly adhorre , qnd {corne all 
thoſe, who doe offer to mention , that by the helpe of God Almighty, 
the King of England, and a righteous government, ſhall be againe re= 
ſtored : but they pretend it hightreaſon for any man xo ſay ſo, and vpoa 
this account, they murder many of the Kings ſubje&s, who 'are more

Muchlefſe have they any Crawae , or Crapwes, to loo- 
ſe; or anythingeelſe but what they poſlefle by fraud , falfe-hood , per= 
jury , deceat, violence , murder, and the like : Wherefore it is of great 
neceſſity that Righteous Princes , take heed in time how they meddle with 
ſuch Sopheſters , who have their Spyecs and Spirits, in all places, where 
any miſchietfe is poſſible to bee done : who doe ſubſiſt, and ſtand, and 
ſtill injoy what they have formerly ſtolen, by breecairg and making Con- 
tention with, and betweene all others, who are better then themſelves : 
both of our owne, and other Nations. Wh:refore my moſt harry defier 
and prayer vnto God is, that not onely your Majeſty , bur all other

no difference betweene the good Proteſtants of other Contryes, & that Ge- 
neration of Tyrants, Theeff, & Murderors in England: yet by their fauning 
colloging together with theyr Lies; they have mil- informed and corrup- 
ted rae mindes.of ſuch , as would tremble to thinke of doing ſuch 
things, as the Rebbells of England havedone; yet the mallice of them , 
have cauſed the other , that is to ſay, ſome Proteſtants abroad, for to 
Judge amiſſe, of thoſe who are fare more Righteous, and harmleſſep, 
then any of thoſe : who are full of all ſubtilty, by whom, to the greac 
greefe of my hart, many Proteſtants of other countryes, have beene_s 
miſ-informed and deceaved.

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Therefore it is Requiſite , that you bee very circumſpe& how you have 
to doe with Cramwel! ; or any of his Impes: I ſay , remember their for- 
mer fruits, andrake heed in time, leaſt when it is too late, you wiſh that” 
you had taken the adviſe of him , who deſiers the continuation of your 
honour, peace and ſafty. 

Theſe fellows, doe find ther ſelves to bee counted as dung, or as fo 
many finkitg Dirings; and therefore are abhored by their owne, and 
other nations, which makes them continually vigelent, day and night, 
to aply them ſelves, vnto the arte of ſubrilty : for tro make parties for, 
them ſelves, amongſt your people , and others , by corrupting their 
minds ; by Lyes, and other deceavings » which will prove lule to 
the comfort of you, and your friends , at the laſt. | 

It is not for any profit or reward that I have receaved from your C#/en , 
the King of England ; neither doth hee take any more notice of mee, then 
of the meaneſt perſon in all the world : neither doth hee know this day , 
the leaſt of my Intentions for his Majeſty , and his Fathers houſe. Yer 
I cleave vnto the Lord our God, and vnto all ſuch who are opreſ- 
ſed by vſurpers. But I abhorre the pollicy, and the procedings of 
thoſe , who are in combination with the devill. But of this , by Gods 
afiſtance,, more at large hereafter : In the mcane time, truſt not in lying 
words , which cannor profit : abhorre thoſe that ſteale, murder , ſweare 
falſely , and yer ſtand in the houſe, that is called by the name of the 
Lord. As if it were poſlible , for ſerpents to become ſaints, whereas 


they are vndoubtedly, farre worſe then a denne of Robbers. But re- Fer. 7.'8.9. 
member you to looke to your ſelfe , and your people in time ; be- 1x0, 11. 


cauſe the eyes of the Lord, doth runn to and fro, through the whole-

Foab vicd ſtrong, and as loving arguments as any friende or Subje&t 
could poſſible doe vnto his Prince , for to perſwade the King , from 
what hee had conceaved amiſle, or from what hee was reſolved to doe, 
contrary to the will of God : but the King reje&ed the advyſe of his 
Servant Fob, and ſhortly after confeſt it to bee his folly , and cryed 
out , That bee was in a great ſtraight, God graunt your Majeſiy doe not ſo. See

SIR, and SI RS, Ir doth highly behove you, to ſtirre up your 
ſelves warely and diligently to reſiſt and prevent the power and the hel- 


liſh intentions of the Conſpirators of England , who are Sons of Belial, 1.Xings.24 4 
who know not the Lord : as were the Sons of Ely. Or like thoſe falſe wit- g. 16.12. & 
neſſes, which accuſed Neborb the Iezreclite,of Blaſphemy : as in other kinds 1 3, verſes, 
the Sons of Beliall did by the King , and others in England , neither doe j, Sam.

they ſeeme leſſe, nor more holy, then 7eſabeZ ; for ſhee proclaimed a Faſt, 
as hoy vſc to doe vyvhea they intend miſchicte. .

ven, becauſe hardly a word paſſeth from them , bur it is infeQious, 
Bee pleaſed, to marke the 23. of Joſhua 13. Give no heed wnto any thing 
they ſay , or pretend; but wake Peace vvith your Unkle,the King of Spain. 
Conſider vvith your faithfull Councell and Cleargy , vvho loves Iuſtice, 
_— and Iudgement ; and fo thinke of a vvay to comfort and releeve 
your Cuzon, the King of England , and his Fathers Houſe-, This vvill 
prove vnto your Majeſty ſuch a degree of Wiſedome, as vvill bring Ho- 
nour and Praiſe vnto all your good People : and get you Favor vvith God, 
and all good Men... 
By this, the eare that heareth you, vvill blefſe you: and the eye that 
ſeeth you, will give witnefle vnto you : becauſe you will thereby cauſe the 
Job.29.11. Widdow to fing for joy . Neither can any better _— his Monies, and 
_ 13. his Endevours, then by exerciſing , and docing thoſe things which are 
: commanded, and beſt pleaſing vmto God Almighty , who is abuntdantly 
able and willing to reward your Majeſty , and all that doe ſo: wherefore 
I pray God, that the Conſideration heereof , may incourage and ſtirre 4 
vp the Spirits of your Majeſty , and your Honourable Counſell, with your ; 
moſt Reverent Cleargy , and the reſt of your People ; to breake the yoake 
of theſe Uſurpers , from off the necks of the King , and the diſtreſſed 
Gen.14.14 Nation of England : as Abraham did , by the enemyes of his Brother Leth, 
15.16, And asthe Lord ſtirred vp theSpirit of Cyrus, King of Perſia. Becauſe not only 
Es 1.

For I doe afſure your Majeſty, and all 
the world ; that how ever many Proteſtants are deluded, by theſe Lur- 
king Curres; yet I doe know Proteſtants, both of my owne, and ſe- 
Fob.

and ſerve him in lin{erity and tructh, as it is ſayd by Joſhua in the 24. of 
Joſhua 14. My Judgement is , that neither Catholick nor Proteſtant- , 
ſhall bee able to-lift vp their heads without ſpot ; ſo longe as they 
goe in the wayes of Caine, Baallam , Elemaſſe, Judis, Crumwell, or his1/a 56.11. 
adherance : yet theſe cunning Sophifſters, who, like doggs, are greedy 
after the pray ; and that they may the berter obtaine it, they take vpon 
them the name cf Proteſtants. And by giving to the Officers of his 
Army , and the like of his owne Creaturs, large Portions, out of the_ 
ſweat of honeſt mens browes , and the ſubſtance ofthoſc, who takes paines 
for their Living : theſe are the Catterpillors, whoſe delight and Reſolu- 
tion is not only to deſtroy thoſe that are better then them ſelves ; 
bur even the way , and the meanes, by which they ſhould ſubſiſt in, 
time to: come. And theſe are eſteemed { and found to bee, by all men 
that follow honeſt callings) like vnto thoſe dogg-fiſh at Sea, which come 
into the Nets, and ſpoyle aboundance of Herrings, and the Net alſo; 
and. yet they are good for nothing them ſelves. 

It ſeemesto me a ſad thing, that men that vſe great Induſtry , take

Neither is there any thing to bee expetted from theſe deſtroying Trai- 
ors; or very littele : that juftly belongs vnto them lelves. Yet the haſte- 
nirg of their ſpeedy being humbled , or diftroyed, is very urgant, and 
of great neceſſery ; for the prevention 'of their futor evill for they are» 
fo abſojutely bent to continue in their wickedres ; that it ſeemes they 
have ſould them-ſelves , and delight to doe wickedly , againſt their, 
owne , and other Nations; #o wit, Cramwell his Army , and others of his 
Chicfe Aſſociares. And therefore it is, that they deviſe miſchiete conti- pu 
nually ; and foweth diſcorde betweene loving , and cearc fnends: and if ,, 
they fall, they know it will bee withoue Remecy. In the meane time , p,,, 31. 
they wax fat ; and fill them ſelves, and ſuch as helpe them. And like: 
the Savs of Ely, they make them ſelves fat, with ſuch things, as are the 
chicfeſt of England, ard other Nations, belovging to others, a

their betters : abroad and at home. Whereof God him ſelfe takes notice 
as in the 1. of Sam. 2. 29. Becauſe they can frame Rayling, and 'Re- 
viling Arguments agaiaſt Papiſts; they ſuppoſe that to bee ſufficien- 
ro > rom them in all their Treaſon, Theft and Murder; wherin they 
are not aſhamed to abuſe the Trueth : becauſe their diſcourſe and beha- 
vior, is for the moſt part, if not all rogether , contrary to Trueth and 
Equity. By which meanes they cauſe many a good Proteſtant, to thinke, 
and to doe in ſome things ; worle then ever they would have done : and 
ſo ſtirre vp, and continew ſtrife for the working our, of their owne_> 
ends : neyther can they any way better pleaſe the divell , their patron ; 
for by their owne confeſſion, they have ſome times ſet Catholicks, and 
made vſe of them againſt Protcſtants ; who were drawne to it-. 

By the importunety and impudency of the ſayd Confpirators, at other 
times; with no lefle braſen faces, they have provoacked, and ſtirred vp 
Proteſtants, againſt Catholiks. So that firſt andlaſt, theſe curſed, and 


dubble infinuators have beene the cauſe of great diſtreſſe, trouble and 


bloudſhed , vnto both Catholicks, and Proteſtants.

ſtanding all the Spoile, Villany, and the Blood , and Treaſure, by them 
vſurped, and deſtroyed : If the tittle of a Souldier of Fortune-can bee apro=

There- 
fore I ſay of them , as good ould Face ſayd by his two gracelefſe Sons; 
They are Inſtruments of Cruelty, Oh ; my ſoule ! come not thou, into the ſe- 
cret of their Aſſembly | bee not thou vnitted vnto ſuch men, for intheir, 
woolfe-like a»zer , they have ſlaine the King himſelfe, and many more; 


and that in their ſelfe will. Curſed. bee their anger , for it was fierce for the ſpoile; Gen. 49. 5. 


and their wrath , which did , and doth conſiſt of Cruelty. Which hath cauſed many 6+7. 


an honeſt hearted man of England and Schotland, to bee Diſpiſed and Ree 
viled by other Nations, by Sea, and Land: who had no hand atall with 
the Conſpirators , but haue beene conſtantly greeued-for their malicious 
tyrany.

in danger to bee wholly loſt. Which Fleet having had a long , and a ſore 
fight , with a conſiderable Fleet of the Lords , the States aforcſayd, When 
they came nearec the Length of Dover, there met them 10. or 12, more 
luſty Men of Warre, belonging to the foreſayd Vnired Provinces, and the 
Spaniſh Fleet having many hurt Men in their Shippes , ane their Powder 
and Shot being almoſt ſpent ; were there by neceſſitated ro pur into the > 
Downes , from which the Conſpirators of England , who then lay in waite 
to make uſe of all Advantages , by the ſuggeſtions, and lyes, they cau- 
ſed many to beleeve, that the Spaniſh Fleer came into the Downes , with an 
Intent to conquor England : and that by the Confeme of our own King. 
And by this malicious wilde, they ſtird up ſelfe-ended Men , -like them, 
felfes, and others, who underſtood not the bufinefle againſt the- King , 
and the State of England: for to make way for their curſed Rebellion. , 
which they then intended, X | 
Firft , As it apeares by that their Calamerous Contention againſt the 
King and the State, for puniſhing of thoſe three preſumprious Firebrands : 
80 zwit - Prin, Burton , and Baftwicke : by whoſe pernicious Impudence, thou- 
ſands were ſtird vpto trouble, and diſturbe not-onely the King , Church , 
and Srate ; butalſo the whole Nation... FLA nk. 
Secondly , As it further apeares by that thoſe Traytors of Sceetland , which 

were like vnto thoſe in England , who by a wicked, and a forced Combi- 
nation, ſome of that Nation were deceaved, and ftird vp , as Trattors, 
to Invade England : withopt, and againſt the Conſent of the King, and 
the State ; and againſt the Will and Conſent of m_ of the Nation of 
Scotland , who would not make Covenants, and {ware falſely: as others 

Zoſeal2.5e that were Traytors , did : Who have cauſed Indgement to ſpring vp as Hemlocke , 
Wherefore, ſuch as were vnwilling , were threatned to bee Plundered, and 
ſome of them have ſince beene Imprifoned and Murdered. 

As thes Thirdly , And that which ſhould have __ firſt H_ om diſtreſſed 

Marqueſts Subjeas of the King of Spayne ,' their Shi eing ſuddenly , contrary to 

of Huntly, + revs, » ſuncke, and: fiered gore eſcaped drownding , and 

Muntros, the Sword of the Hollandors :' who were then their Enemies in 

andochers, 167 $. Being at Pcace with vs, they came into the Doxpnes to refreſh, and 
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to fit them ſelves, for the Reaſons afore ſayd : and in that their great de- 
ſtreſſe, by ſwimming, and other wayes, made hard ſhift for to ger to ſhore, 
to ſave their lives : ſome of them , who were Innocent, and harmlefſe 
men , were by ſome of the Conſpirators , or ſome of their Adherance, 
Barbarouſly. Murdered in time of peace, without any order, or conſent of 
the King , or any Miniſter of Stare.9. Which makes mee greatly feare , 
that for that, and many other great evils, contrived by the fayd Conſpira- 
tors, againſt our owne, and ſeverall other Nations : that yet a great judge- 
ment hangeth over the Nation of England; beſides what they have already 
brought vpon it. And hoyw=ever the evill doers may flatter them ſelves in 
their carnall ſecurity , vainly preſuming vpon their Policy, & the ſtrength 
of theyr Army , which God isable to ſtrike with terror and madneſſe, as 
hee hath done-the like of them before_5, Agar ſuppoſed, that. the bitter- 
neiſe of death was paſt; but hee proved to bee miſtaken, and as the (word 
of the Confpirators, hath made many women childlefſe, of our owne, and 
other Nations, ſo I have Reaſon to thinke, that the Mothers of the 
Conſpirators , ſhall be called Childlefſe armovg Women , as it is in the firſt 'of 
Samuel , Chap. 15. verl, 32.33. And which is worſe , the linle Pigges 
are in danger to be beaton, for the faults commitred by the Boars , and 
the Sowes of theſe times in England. For which they know them ſelves 
ro bee abhorred at home and abroad. And that they may ſtil] enjoy the 
Eſtates of other men, and keepe ſuch of our Nation out ; as wel High 
as Low , who gladly would bee in their native Contry : therefore they 
take the courſe of Richard the Third , and follow his evill Example, who was 
the bloodyeſt Tyrant that ever was in England, before them ſelves : namely, 
in this, That ſuch as joyne nor with them in theyr Treaſon , have beene 
at ſeverall times ( by wicked men of theyr owne ad-herance, who fained 
them ſelves to bee forthe King , and the Country ) drawne into' plors of 
the Rebbells owne deviſing : and then charged with Treaſon : and there- 
vpon tooke away theyr Lives, and theyr Eſtates. And others, who have 
onely beene rolde of it, by notorious Rogues, ſent out, and employed by 
ſome of the Rebbells; and vpon that they were taken, and hanged : al- 
though they never medled at all in the buſinefſe. As Captaine Thomas Col- 
lupp , who lived in Which, and many more in the County of Norfo!k:, and 
thereabouts: who were taken, and hanged. And hee who did pretend 
to know of a Commiſhon from the King , & tolde them of it , who flatly 
Refuſed to have any thitg to doe with the bulineſſe, yer they were Mur- 
dered , and the Rogue himſelfe eſcaped : ro wit + Gregre Gamblin , who alſo 
lived in Wiſtich; and many other ſuch bloudy plots have beene ated by 
theſe Rebbels, and theyr Ad- herance, by theyr Lucefer-like Arte, in, 
and about Londen , and efewhere>. Anin this, and the like Courſes, doth 
the ſayd Bebbells intend to continue, vntill they have brought deſtruction 


as well as great dyſhonor vpon our Nation, Who ſtay alwayes at home,

to invent miſchief againſt our friends abroad; and at home: to doe what” 
evill they can, and to hinder what. good they» cans And to Cologue with 
the ſea-men,, they take away other m2ns Eſtates, which connot ſpare i, 
but need, it fortheir Wyves and Children , them ſelves, and by this, mea- 
nes they get the {ca- men xo bee: more willing , t6 goe abroad , where they 
know they muſt be maflacred , for feare, leaſt they ſhould gather toge- 
ther, and more wiſely ſer. them ſelves againſt the Confpirators at home, 
then. here to fore : and how-ever they may Craftily prerend to doe ſome 
$hing, which ſhall ſeeme pleaſing vnto the ſeverall Countries ; whole ney- 
bours , and frinds- they have ruined, deſtroyed , and murdered , all Eng- 
land through. 

Now, for their owne endes , they will inſinuate withthem as the Devill 


Gen. 3.1. did with Exe. But when the Contry ſhall come tobe Invaided , by foraine 
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nations, who by theſe Conſpirators have beene abuſed ; then will they 
doe a great-deale worſe, then Abſoloms Mule did , for though the Beaſt left 


2. Sam.18. his maſter , when he had moſt need of him, yet hee tooke away none of his

mony,nor Iewells, with him : But thele Rebbells , will not only not Jeave 
them in their greateſt diſtrefle, bur they will take all ther” Monys , and 
chiefeſt Treaſure of the whole Kingdom with them. In the meane time, 
their Continuall indeavor will be , to prepare , and inſtru others abroad, 
1n their evill deviſes, as neare as they can; to bee like them ſelves; that” 
they may the more willingly receave the ſayd Rebbells , and their ſtolen 
Treaſure ; and prote&them , when they dare ſtay in England nolongers. 

And for the preſent , many of the people of England; are by conſtraint 
forced to cologe with the Rebbells, and giue them good words ; bur it is, as 
them poore people , in ſome parte of the Weft- Indeans, doth by the divill; 
namely : becauſe they ſhould not bee ſo miſchevous to the Comtry , as they 
are afraid of. And: whereas the ſaid Rebbells, and their Adherance , by 
falſe Information , haue cauſed many good people of our owne, & other 
nations ; to thinke , that all who follow and adheare vnto the King ; are 
vngodly ſwearors , proud , envious, and Contentiousperſons : as well his 
Majeſties ſervants, as others: whereof my ſelfe haue beene obrayded , that 
thoſe were ſuch, as I juſtified ; and that by ſuch, and the like, of evill 
Converſation, the Kingdom ſhould bee governed , ifever the King came 
to be Reſtored againero the Kingdom... | 

Vanrowhich I anſwere, that if any thing of it, be true , I belecue they 
are ſuch, as may be ſecretly Imployed by the Rebbells them ſelves: or at 
leaſt ſome,to make the reſt worſe then they would be. For my part, if there 
be any ſuch , I juſtifie them not : but if I knew them , I ſhould therefore 
abhorre them : becauſe ſuch can doe the Rebbels farre more ſervice then 
they can doethe King, and I vnderſtand them to be worfſethen the Plague 
in the Kings Court ; and for oft I know, the cauſe of ſo much + $747" <t"Vy 
other evill behaviour, in the Kings Armiec ; pretended by the Reb 5 
. hat 
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hath beene by Reaſon of ſuch , that hath beene ſent tothat purpoſe , by 
the Rebbclls themſetves. 

Firf, to commit that which may offend God, and fo to make our beſt 
friends , our enemies, Numb. 25. I. 2. 3+ 4: 6. 7. verſes. 

Secondly , to vex,, trouble , and oppreſle the Country morethen needes ; 
that by that meanes they might cauſe more Rebbells againſt the King , 
like them ſelves. | 

Thirdly , becauſe the Rebbells mighe thereby take advantage, to Re- 
vile and Raile at the Kings Armie, as they conſtantly vſed to doe, by 
their ſlanderous reportes, in their printed pamphlets, throughout all the 
Kingdom, andelſe where abroad ; which cauſed many good people, to 
conceave worſe of the Officers , and others of the Kings Armie, then, 
was trueth. Though poſſibly they did ſomthing more then either the King, 
or the Armie, werewilling ito doey . 

By Reaſon of ſtubornneſſe, and Rebbellious ryſings of ſome , againſt 
the King and the Country. 

Becauſe the Rebbells, by deceat, forged pretences, & by violence vſur- 
ped, and made themſelves Maſters of * Kings Cuſtoms, and ſuch other 
monys» as ſhould have payed his Majeſtyes Armie. Neither did the King 
ever offer to Raiſe any Armie; vntill the preſumption of the Rebbells was 
ſoextreame againſt his Majeſties Perſon, and his Subje&s, that it could no 
longer bee induered : for them ſelves doe know , that his Majeſty was 
bound in conſcience by his Oath, and by the Law of the Land; to de- 
fend the Miniſters of Church and State ; and all other peaceable and obe- 
dient ſubjeQs: ſo longe as poſſibly hee could. 

And for ſomuch, as concernes the Kings Councell, his Servants, and 
all others, that prerend to adheare vnto Fi Majeſty; my prayers vnto 
God Allmighty , the deſires of my hart, and the cryings of my ſpirit , not 
vnto the God of Rebbells, but vnto the Lord of Heaven, is more then. 
any man vpon the face of the earth , doc know: as in Exod. 14. 15. 
Thar every man, high and low , may aprove himſelfe before God , who 
knowes the hartes of men : who ſces, and takes notice of the actions 
to bee men that feare and ſerve God: ſuch as love, and indeavor with 
all theyr might to execute Juſtice and Judgement for all maner of per-

ſons, as well forthe ſmall, as the great, as ir is in the Word of the Lord. Dear. 1.17 


And the Lord graunt, that every one may bee ſuch, as to ſcorne and 


abhorre Flattering, Bribes, and Treaſon. Thou ſhalt not wreft Fudgement, thus Hey 16, 


Jſhalt not Reſpect perſons, neyther take a gift ; for a gift doth olinde the eyes of the 


Wiſe , and pervert the words of the Righteous, That which i al- together Fuſt , ſhalt 
theu follow ; that tho mayeſt l-ve and inherit the Land, which the Lord thy Ged grueth 
thee . The Lord make all the Kings SubjeAs, milde , kinde, and curteous, 
one towards another, that the Rebbells may not bee able to ſay any thing 
that is evill againſt them : And the Lord give vs all grace, and 5

from the higheſt to the loweſt ; that wee may bee wary , that neither Reb 
bels, nor no man , deceave vs with vayne words : for becauſe of theſe 
things , cometh the wrath of God , wpon the Children of diſobedtence» . Bee not 
therefore partakers with ſuch , for the fruit of the ſpirit, is in all Goodneſſe ; 
Righteouſneſſe and Trueth. See then that you walke circumſpeRly , Redee- 


162098 ming the time becauſe the dayes are evill, and never worſe then now , and 
9: '%* 15+ that by reaſon of Crumwell, and his Adherents, who make the beſt men 
00 weary of their lives , whom the oppreſſed moſt ſtand need of. 

By this ſhall all men know , that ye who pretend to bee for the King , 
and the Country of Ewgland; doc come out of an honeſt, and good Inten- 
tion; if you conſtantly love all men, who are of Goiqlly converſation, 
For the King needs no Deſemblors, Cheats, Proude, Scornfull, nor Con» 
rentious perlons : neither can his preſent condition deſpence with ſuch : 

Ezec.3 20. becauſe, if any ſuch ſhould bee in or about his Courte , or in his Ma- 
as in the, J<ſties Armies ; they will prove worſſc then the plague or the canker in, 
>. Revel, any mans body. And if men prove conſtantly faithfull ro God , and 


their King ; and delight ro bee continually in Peace, Love, and good 
will, one towards another ; and withall bee vigelent, and continually 
wackrfull , and beware of Lurcking or Sneaking Curres ; which the Reb- 
bells have, or will ſend amongſt you. Therefore you, that by expe- 
perience know the fidelety one of a notber, affociate your ſclves often. 
rogether ; and take notice of ſuch buſte-bodies, as indeavor to make diffe- 
rences , ſtrife, and envie among men: and marke ſuch , who falſly ac- 
cuſe any perſon , whether hee bee of High or Low degree : and thoſe, 
who indeavor to diſcharge others, from CO the King , and 
ſcrving his Majeſty in this his extremety. Neither will you finde any 
better way to bring the Rebbells vato diſpaire, then by the meanes afore- 
ſayd, and by cauſing them to ſpend their Labors , and Monies, in 
Vaine» . 

Finally, My Brethren , fare-well ; bee Perfe& and Courageous ; bee» 
of good comforte , bee of one minde, live in peace, and the God of Love 
and Peace ſhall bee with you, For if you ſhould in the leaſt give way, 
or any regard vnto ſuch Spies, as are imployed-by the Rebbells; whoſe 
cuſtome have allwaycs beenerto ſowe miſcheefe, contention, and diſcord , 
 amonglt ſuch as hate Rebbellion. And if you, by their meanes, ſuffer, 

your ſelves to bee ſtired vp, to unquiet or difturbe one another; take 
heed that you bee not conſumed one of another. For this, would make 
the ſeducing ſpirits in England , who cleave vnto the Rebbells for Re- 
ward, or for a ſhare of the pray ; to blaſpheame the Lord of Heaven to his 
Face in their Pulpits : and they will preſumptuouſly pretend , the God of the 
oppreſſed, to bee the God of Rebbell, 

And Fft, by the way, remember this; That if by any of the Kings 

Servants, who have receaved Promation , great benefit , Subſiſtance, and 
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the Kings favour ; ſuch Commanders and Souldiers, as have willingly 
vpon their owne charge , ventured their Lives, and loſt their Eſtates ; or 
any ſuch, as otherwayecs have conſtantly , and with their whole harte_ 
and might , and that by their great expence , and over-throw of their for- 
runes, and ſubſiſtance , and ever ſince the begining of the Rebbellion. , 
by trueth and experimentall arguments, have allwayes ſtroven todefend , 
maintaine , and Juſtefie the King , and all who were faythfull in Autho- 
rity vnder him; to the vndeceaving, and Rightly informing , of ſuch 
as were by the Rebbells, and their Adherance, Malliciouſly ſtirred vp 
againſt the King , and ſuch as were faithfull in Authority : who in duty , 
and for conſcience ſake, indeavored to doe God, andthe Kingdome , 
ſervice. As alſo many good men of Forraine Nations, have beene from 
time to time, groſly, and wonderfully deluded, and bitterly ſtirred vp , 
by the Lies of the Confpirators, againſt the King, and his beſt Subjects: 
whoſe flanderous reports, have beene conſtamly diſcovered and reliſted 
by ſuch as feared God, and vtterly abhorred Rebbellion, and falſchood, 
to the great ſatisfation of many ſtrangers, who have becn miſ-informed 
by the Confſpirators, and their Adherants , concerning, or againſt the 
Juſtneſſe of the Kings cauſe. And ifthe Conſpirators can by any means 
prevaile with ſuch of the Kings Officors, or Servants, which are in place ; 
for to bring ſuch Commandors, Souldiors, and ſuch others, as is before 
mentioned ; wrongfully into diſgrace , by falſchoode, and Lies , firſt 
deviſed , and forged by the Rebbells.or their Adherance , or if they can. 
cauſe any ſuch to bee (corned, ſlighted, or otherwayes troubled by ſuch 
as are in favour with the King : this will cauſe the Rebbells ro Inful- 
and glory the more , though it bee their owne ſhame, and a great 
miſchicfe of their owne contriving : this will prove the fainting of all 
honeſt harts, and the weakening of the hands of ſuch as have yer hope 
and courage: if they can by Brybes , ſecrear wickednes, or other de- 
velliſh artes; cauſe the Kings beſt Friends, and ſubjeQs, to bee loftily , 
or ſcornfully looked vpon. And if ſuch , who never receaved- any ſub= 
ſiſtance, reward , or benefit ; ſhall fortheir good will, continuall paines , 
and expences bee Rewarded with evill for ge this will bee next vnto 
a deaths-wound vnto the King ; and will make the hartes of all his 
moſt faithfull Friends and Subjeas, farre and neare , to faint, mourne_p, 
and greeve, when they heare of ſuch things. And the Rebbells doc 
knowe, that there is no ſuch way to diſharten, and diſ-ingage the Kings 
friends , and -cauſe them to leave him , and all his Fathers houſe, in his 
greateſt need ; neither is there any ſuch way, for to ſtirre vp God 
and Man , to bce the Kings enemies; then for to render evill for, 
good vnto them , who have vnfainedly , ſerved him: and made them 
ſelves odious in the eyes of all the Kings profeſt and ſecract enemics, 
for God, Conſcience, and his Majeſtics —_ and the good of the _—_ : 
RE 2 1s 
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This cauſed King David to cry out , in the cares of Sewle, his Maſter , 
in theſe words: the Lord Fudge betwweene mee and thee , and the Lord avenge 
mee of thee, , No man' need to thinke , that the Rebbells will bee fo 
fooliſh, as to ſend any knowne,, or profeſt Rogue, for to worke our their 
buſineſſe in this kinde , but they will make vſe of ſome ſelfe-ended fel- 
lows, who one time or other , have pretended to ſerve the King, and 
ſuch who hath the arte to cut a mans purſe, at the ſame time when hee 
lafferh in his face : orlike Judas , when they ſeeme to bee molt zelous , and 
have the bouldnefle, and the Impudence ,/ to affociate them ſelves with 
ſuch , as they certainly know to bee the Kings'friends: and by that mea- 
nes , get what feacrets they can; not onely to betray the Kings buſi- 
neſſe, but alſo their owne friend , and brother , to the preſumpruous ene- 
mies. And like vato the ould proverbe ; rhis wickedneſſe prottedeth from the, 
wicked , and hacht by the Conſpirators m England : Though ſ6me-times aged 
abroad, as well as at homey. © 

The Lord therefore bee Judge , and plead the cauſe berweene all thoſe , 
who are not of a dubble harte againſt thoſe, who are proud, ſcornfull, 


The Tribe and falſe-harted towards thoſe , whoſe harrs and Indeavdrs have ever, 
of Zeba. been forthe glory of God , the honour of the King , and for the proſpe-

rity , peace, and ſafety, of all obedient ſubjeAs, in whoſe eyes, a vile- 
perſon is contemned , eſpeſially Traytors , and notoroius Rebbells: Bus 
honoureth them with kis whole harte , that feare the Lord. IT 
Wherefore , bee pleaſed to confider, how needfull a thing it: is for all 
ſuch as enjoy the Kings favour , who ſubſit, or get benefre by him. ; 
that they carefully take heed to reſiſt and avoyd the ſtratagems of thofe, 
who ſecrearly endeavour to provoke them to bee a terror, and a burden 
vnto thoſe , who ever-more have indeavored the honour of the King : 
by whom - ſubfift , as alfo longed for their happy and proſperous 
returne into their Native coumry. And remember, that the yes of the 
Lord are wyon the hauftie , to bring them downe 5, and who will ſave the afflified 
people, My hart is not haufty , nor mine eyes lauftic ; ſaith Devid inthe 
Pfal. 131, verſ. 1. Bee ſure, that all who are bent vpon miſchiefe ; will 
ſceke to crofſe others in any thing thatis good : fcornefull men, bring 
a Citic into a ſnare ; but wiſe men , turne away wrath. The blood-thir- 
ſty , hate the vpright ; but the Juft feekes his ſoule. Forger not this ma- 
ſter=peece of the Rebbells pollicy , that they will vſc all meanes poflible 5 
to get the Rulor, and ſuch as are in favour anderuft , to barken to Lies : then they 
will declare and publiſh that all his ſervants are wicked. Such are they , who 
to day , will ſeeme to power out their foules before you , and hugge > 
you as their boſom-friend, and to morow , will deride you, and lauffe 
you to ſcorne». Thinke it not ftrange , that I mention ſuch things 
ynto you, ſeeing to my ſorow, I have met with ſuch my ſelfe> .

2.1, 
the people. But ſuch as know, or vnderſtand the wickedneſle of Rebbells, 28.

notorious Tyrants, whoare knowne to the world, tobe but V ſurpors at- 
the beſt : ſhall dare totake vpon them , to murder men, for what they pre- 
tend have been concealed , as intended againſt them , though it bee every 
mans duty for to bend his minde, aud indeavor to diſcover what hee can of 
the Intentions & proceedings of ſuch Opreflors , as the Traitors ( which 
now beare Rule in England) are : who are nothing a ſhamed , all this 
while , of being Gods , and their Countries, enemies. | 
A wi'e man ſcaleth the Citie of the mighty ; and caſteth downe the.» 
ſtrength of the confidence therof. Proud and bawfty ſcornor , is bis name. ; Prov. 21, 
who dealeth in proud wrach. Therefore , bleſſed is the man , that walketh not in the 22. 24. 
Councel of the ungodly ; nor flanderh in the way of ſinner: ; nor ſetteth in the ſeat of the Pſal. 1.1, 2 
ſeornfull : but bis delight « in the Law of the Lord. The lauftie and proud lockes of 
men ſhall bes humbled ; and the bauftineſſe of men ſhall be bowed downe, And every Fa. 2. 11, 
one that is lifted vp , ſhall be brought low. 12. 
One would thinke , that this were ſufficient for every one that rememe 
bers his latterend , or conſiders that he hath a ſoule to fave, thatit is now Dez.

Worde of the Lord:for it is ſayd, I Councellthee to keepe the Kings Com- - 
mandements and that, in Regard ofthe oath of God. Bee nothaſty to goc 
out of his fight, ſtand not in an evill thing , far hee dath what ſcever pleaſeth Eccleſ. 8. 2 
bim, Where the worde of a King is, there is Power; and who may ſay vnto 
him, what doeſft thou ? vnleſle it bee ſuch gracelefle Rebbells; wbo will p,j 0 ..

Wherefore , the Lord God furniſh and ſupply the hansof the King, 
and of all his Fathers Houſe ; the Lords of his moſt Honourable Privy 
Councell ; his Reverent and Learned Cleargye , and all his moſt faithfull 
friends and helpers; with the ſpirit of Vuderſtanding, Wiſdome, and 
Courage, and cſpecially ; with the knowledge and feare ofthe Lord : and 
with the Love of Equity , Iuſtice, and Iudgemenr, where with rhe God of 
Juſt men, is well pleaſed. And I pray God, vnitethe hartes of all the Kings 
vnfained, well-wiſhing Subjects, and all his Majeſties rrue-harted and 
Faithfull Atrendance , vnto him ſelfe ,' and tothe King , whom they ſeeme 
to honour : and in a Loving, and Friendly behaviour, one vnto another; 
that neyther the ſecret, nor profeſt enemies, who every day ſeckes the» 
Ruying of borth-the one and the other, that they may hence-forth bee 
able, to make no more breaches, nor prevaile any longer, nor bee able to 
ſtand beforc the King ; nor before ſuch as are fairhfull vnder him... 

The Lord give the King favour in the eyes of God and-man , that his 
Majeſty may delight him-felfe ia the Workes, and the Will of the Lord; 
and that hee may obtaine a deſerving ſpirit, to diſcover and finde our” 
thoſe , who hence-forth have any Intent to betray the truſt impoſed in, 


- them; and all thoſe who any wayed abuſeth his Majeſties favours , by 


proud Lookes, or taunting Termes , or other ſcornfutl Cariadge, rowards 
thoſe who deſires the ſafety & proſperity of his Majeſty,and of all his Fa- 
thers Houſe, as well as any of thoſe who have long ſubſifted by the Kings 
bounty and favour , and if ſuch men bee diſcouraged, who in Gogleneti 
of harte, and for love and good will to both King and Country ; who 
without any benefit, one way or other , none can doe the enemye better 
ſervice, then to cauſe ſuch men to bee abuſed : becauſe it ſeemes the 
-Confſpirators doe conceave them ſelves ro bee in agreement with death 
and hell. Who doe not conſider , that the hayle ſhall ſweepe away the

BE E pleaſed to take notice, that ſome things more I have to ſay, 
concerning thy owne ſufferings, for the ſpace of Three and twenty yeares 
together : which doth conſiſt of divers Artikles , which I preſented vnto 
the ſayd Crumwell , and vnto Mr. Walter Streckland for him ; to both whom, 
and vnto others of theyr party , I made my greevances knowne at large 
in Papers, bearing date the 20. of Febrxary : and others of the third and 
fourth of March, in the yeare 1656. Stilo werer;, from Middelbergh and 
Flihing. Which Papers were delivered to Mr. Strecklands hand, the 12. 
of that inſtant March, for the ſayd Crumwell, by one Jobn Symons, a ſhippe- 
Carpenter, who,as apearcs by his owne Letter , dated vnto mee from Len- 
don, the 13. of March laſt , wherin is ſignefied vnto me, the delivery 
ofthoſe papers aforeſayd, to the ſaid Ar. Streckland the day before. : 
dwelleth neare Noahs Arke , cloſe by Sr. Saveries Docke , not farre from the 
Mill ſtairres , over againſt the Armetage , at Horſer-downe, in the Pariſh of 
Sr. Madlen, London, I having vſcd all meanes poſſibly , for the ſpace of one 
yeare anda halfe together , for the obtaining of Reparation towards my 
great troubles, charges, diſgraces,. and much other prejudices, but in Feb, 
and March Jaſt, zo wit 1656. Stilo weteri,, that ſeeing the power of the.» 
Kingdome of England, being in the hand ofthe ſaid Crumwel/, and his 
Army : my deſire from him , and Mr. Sereck/and , was, that by his, or their 
meanes, the ſome of ro hundred pounds ftarling, might bee payd mee > 
in Bridges , within thirty dayecs after the date of my ſayde papers: or 
otherwiſe I would publiſh, or make knowne vnto the world ſuch things, 
as the ſayd Crumwell, and his party , would by no meanes bee willing 
ro heare of. And that if the ſayd 200. pounds were not payd mee, within 
the time aforeſayd, I would cauſe the evill ſavor of Crumwel, and ſome 
of his party , for ro come abroad into the world , more then ever it was 
yet: It being, according vntoequity, and rather ſhorte then over. Alſo 
the ſayd Crumwel! having done many __ of greater conſequence, bur 
never any thing with. more equity , in this world. And that if by his 
meanes, the ſayd ſomme were payd me ; I would bee allwayes ready 
to give an account of any thing that I had mentioned vnto any one, 
whom hee would appoynt in ſuch a place where wee might bee both 
free to ſpeake our mindes: and that I would make knowne vnto him. 
whom the ſayd Crumwell ſhould appoynt what I had further to ſay againſt 
Crumwell and his Army , and ſome others of his party. And though it” 
ſtands mee much in hand for to take care for my ſubſiſtance, I being: in 
yeares: without which this Pamphlet had been publiſhed more then. 
renne yeares ſince : yet vpon condition, the ſayd mony had beene payd 


mee, I would have communicated the buſinefſe vnto ſome of his apoint- 
| meiit, 
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ment. Firſt, in private: that they might the better have made theyr peace 
with God, the King, and his Subje&s. But leaſt any one, or more ſhould 
thinke, that I vpon any condition at all , did thinke orever intend, to bee 
wholy ſilent, in what I mean by this; the cleane contrary may appeare , 
as follows. 

This is parte of what I ſignefyed vnto him, in the ſame papers, wherin 
I expreſt or ſpecefied my greevances. 1 incloſed alſo to the ſayd Crampel, 
three Copyes: one, of an Arreftation, vnder the hand of Mr. Hewgh Pierers, 
Miniſter, dated the 17. day of Iune, 1634. For the clearing mee of 
a falſe Accuſation, then layd to my charge; an other, was the Copy of an 
A& , vnder the hands of the Lords of Rotterdam; to ſhow that I was a free» 
Broker ; and the third, was a Copy of an A that I had fromthe Company, 
my Maſters, to the intent , that Cramwel might vnderſtand, that I deſired 
nothing but what was as:Juſt as the Cloathes on my back, and rather 
farre ſhorter then one or two over.. 

I lignefyed alſo vnto the ſaid Crunwell , that whether the mony were 
payed or not. that Iexpe&ed nothing , neyther would accept of any 
thing from him ; or any of his party : but from my Maſters , afore- 
X-q , vnder whom I had ſufferd: and to this purpoſe I wrote vnto

towards the obtaining of Reparation , or Reſtitution : as it ſhall pleaſe, 
the Lord to give power, or opportunety. And I doe comfort my ſelfe 
in the Lord my God; as ſome times David did : who, I hope, will gra- 
trouſly favour my Righteous cauſe : neyther hath hee left mee wholy 
without hope. Though I muſt confeſſe , it ſometimes pleaſeth God 
for to ſuffer lyes, craft, tyranny and falſhoode, to proſper and to cone 
tinew longe 5, 

SiR: If I ſhould make ſuch a greevous complait, without Juſt and 
very extreame cauſe ; how ſhould I then expe& the God of equity , to bee 
on my fide? or, who canlI expe@ ſhall helpe mee in time of need? 
I hope, the Lord will not ſuffer vayne thoughts, for to lodge with in_ 
mee, nor any evill thing which I blame in others. To my ſorrow I know, 
that by violence framed , and ſhameleſſe Arguments; as by other vnlaw- 
full proceedings ; oft-times a bad cauſe, is kept too long on foote: yer 
thar doth not make a bad cauſe good ; becauſe it is contrary vnto equity , 
and becauſe the God of Juſt men, is of purer Eyes, then to behould evill ; 
and whocan not looke vpon iniquity : vnleſſe ir bee in his good time, to 
puniſh ſuch as deale treacherouſly , and ſuch as holdetheir tongue, when 


the wicked devourcth the man , that is more Righteous then hee. ;

CERTAINE OBSERVATIONS. 


S rx: ſecing that my laſt hope I have left of ever Recovering the ſayd 
ſomme of Mony ; is only by the helpe of your Highneſle : my ſufferinge, 
namely in my perſon, and good name, as in matter of my ſubſiſtance_y, 
have beene very great , & of three & twenty yeares continuance. Where- 
fore blame mee not, though I earneſtly ſecke Reparation by ſuch mea- 
nes , or poſſibillitics , as God is pleaſed to aforde mee. I doe moſt hum- 
bly Confeſle , that I am very large and tedious, and you ſhall doe well to 
Confider the extremety of my being neceſſetated herevnto. I further, 
ſignefied vnto the ſayd Crumwell, beſides my greevances at large , compre- 
hended in divers Articles ; as is a foreſayd ; thatin caſe hee did not cauſe 
mee to have Iuſtice , as aforeſayd , ſeeing that power is in his hand ; that 
hee might perceave that I did intend , to doe that which would bee very 
vnwelcom to him, and vnto many of his Party, andI alſo added parte» 
of my grounds , or Reaſons, wherfore I would doe it : as followeth. 

S 1 R: I doe moſt humbly ſhow vnto your Highneſle ; that for theſe 5 
many yeares together , I have been very much greeved, atthe proceedings 
of your Highneſle, the Army,and others of your Party, againſt the Worde 
of God,the King,the Church, the Lawes & Nation of our Land. And 
that ever ſince the troubles of England by the Conſpiracy of you , & your 
Partye, as heereafter more at large firſt began; in which time many 
thouſands , of the beſt and moſt peaceableſt famelyes are ruened?: alſo by 
the ſlight of men, andthat long in ſecret my moſt beloved Nation hath 
beene in a moſt wonderfull manner ſtirred vp , and ſet one againſt ano- 
ther : by ſuch as were theenemies , & troublers of our Nation , ſoat home, 


ſpilt : for which my ſoule hath conſtantly mourned in ſecreat-. 

For which Cauſe , and for other Reaſons , that I muſt as yet conceale; 
I have ſpoken much againſt the Perſon, and Proceedings of your High» 
neſſe, and ſome others of your Party : which by the helpe of the moſt 
high God, ſhall be knowen ſhortly in publicke, or in private; which I have 
intended this many yeares, but hetherto I have -_ it ſtill private, vnleſſe 
ypon occaſion , ſome wordes darkely have paſt from mee, becauſe I have 
greatly , and alwayes longed , to ſce or heare of a Righteous ſettlement” 
in England ; without diſcovering my ſelfe : and as yet onely my prayers to 
God Almighty, have been my beſt Indeavours to that purpoſe. 

And S 1 &, much at convenient time and place, I have to ſay , & with- 
out any wrong or prejudice vnto any others; alſo it will concerne you,and 
many of your Party , to know the ſame in private, before it comes in pu- 
blicke to the world , becauſe thereby your evill ſavour will yet be much 
more knowne then ever it was, or hath been as yet-.

For .your Highneſle, zo wit , the moſt vallient Oliver Crumwel! ; Lord 
ProteHor of the Army, and ſome others, in great Brittaine and Ferland, This is 
alſo verbatum. 

SIR; I doe humbly agayne give you notice, thatI did write vato 
you, from Middlebourgh and Fluſhing , in Zeland ; by one Iohn Simmons , a 
Shippe-Carpentor, dwelling neare Noahs Arke , not farre from the Ail/- 
ftayres, in Horſydowne , London. Certaine papers of Conſequence, bearing 
date the 20. of Feb: laſt. But for want of a ſpeedior paſſage, I dated 
other papers, the third and the fourth of March, old ſtiſe. Alſo I wrote 
vnto Mr. Hugh Pieters , Mr. Walter Streckland, & to Sir Henry Vame , all whom 
doe know mee, or ſome times have knowne mee ; but M *. Pieters , Mini= 
fter, beſt of any of then. 

S1 R: The Contents of the ſayd papers, are as followeth, I having 


ſerved the Company of Marchants Adventurors of England ; ſome times 


Reſiding in Delfe and Rotterdam ; ſince the yeare 1634. and though I hum- 
bly doe, and ſhall ever Acknowledge many of my ſayd Maſters, both of 
the firſt 8 of the laſt of their Worſhips , ſome were as good Maſters vnto 
mee ,as I could wiſh or deſier them to bee, yet others of their ſayd Wor- 
ſhips, who were towards me dilaffe&ed, fromthe begining of 16 34. have 
from time to time, cauſed my Life and Harteto bee very full of bitter. 
neſſe ; which hath beene vnto mee exceeding prejudiciall and greevous: 
and doth conſiſt, not onelyzof denying mee of Iuſtice vpon ſeverall ocaſi- 
ons, againſt ſeveral ſlanderous & abuſive perſons; who, byſome of the ſayd 
Company were partly,or wholy , incouraged; if not from time to time Ime 
ployed, and ſeron againſt mee : as alſo, I have beene wonderfully bla- 
med, asa mallicious fellow , for ſuing for Iuſtice : without which , I ſaw 

it to be vnpoſlible , ever to bee quiet. The want wherof, cauſed the evill- 

doers to bee the more Inſolent, and many others afterwards, by Reaſon, 

of the evill example of the firſt three ; andT have often, by ſeverall of my 

ſayd Maſters , moſt wrongfully beene accuſed in the like kinde, I ſay, 

by divers of themſelves, though from the firſt tro the laſt, never anything 
at all hath beene proved againſt mee. Alſo, the Injurizs and violence hath 
beeneſo extreame, and continuall againſt mee , as I ſhall humbly ſhow, 
when it ſhall bee Requiered of mee , that I went three ſeverall times to 
the Hage , to complaine vnto Mr. Olyver Synjohnus , Mr. Walter Streckland ;

ſelfe, about the Ingagement, which I refuſed in 1650. neither was Sterckland

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content with mee ; & vpon thoſe two Conſiderations, I did forbeare, be= 
cauſe I have ſince in ſundry kindes beene greatly abuſed : and all other, 
hopes of Reparation now failing, my humble deſier is,that by the Indeavor, 
and power of your Highneſſe, I may have payed meeby my ſayd Ma- 
ſters, Reſedent now in Derdricht; the full ſomme , or valew of 200. pounds 
ſarling : tomee , or my Aſliges , in Bridges, within thirty dayes after the 
10. of March 1656. ould ſtile, for the Reaſons ſpecefied at large in the 
ſayd papers before mentioned , ſent by the ſaid Simmons vnto your High= 
neſſe, who arived at London the x 1.day of this month of Match. 

SIR, this I entreat of you ; becauſe the power of our Land is now 
principally in your hand, and becauſe your Will and Word hath beene, as ir 
were a Law in many other things, of farre greater:conſequence : bur if you 
doe it not to be payd to mee within the time mentioned, I intend by the 


helpe , and the Devine Providence of that ſame God, which it ſeemes F/. 1. 4. 


many of your party have forſaken. Orelſe they know him not: 1. Sam. 
2.12. I ſhall( I fay) by the ſpeciall aſſiſtance afore ſayd , ſhortly make

ſomeof your helpers, will bee at all willing to heare of; Concerning the 
proceedingsof you, & ſome of your Party in theſe laſt 20. years together,

Highneſle , and ſome of your party : which Iam afrayd of, and lovg have 
beene : by Reaſon whereof, you may conceave the more, or better ſafery 
for your ſelves, and yet be miſtaken... 

SIR, I humbly referre you to my former papers, wherin I wrote you 
diſtin&ly , the particulars of many of my | any , alſo incloſed to you, 
and vnto Mr. Sterckland for you, beſides Copyes of papers, preſented at” 
ſeverall times vnto my ſayd Maſters; as well to ſuch as Retide now in_ 
London, and Hamborough , as now Refiding in Doraricht , wherein many pars 
ticulars of my greevances were eſpecified. And ſolI tooke my leave. 

Further : the Reador may pleaſe to conſider , that Crumwel, and his 
Conſorts, have choyce of two ſeverall Interpretations of that which is writ- 
ten in folio 5 2.& part of 53. by them to be vnderſtood out of thoſe words : 
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being proper,as alſo trueth both wayes:»amely,vnato my long & manyfoulde 
or ſundry ſufferings by mine;owne enemies, in 23. yeares: or as truely may 
the ſame words bee vnderſtood , to bee the longe and extreame ſufferings of 
the King, and the Nation of England , by Crumpel , and his Army, and 
ſome other Conſpirators in Combination with then... 

Further : Idid in my papers afore-ſayd , alledge vnto Crumwell , and 
others ; that I neyther would wilfully offende him , nor flatter him further, 
then my neceſſety did require for the clearing of mine owne Conſcience 
between God and my ſelfe ; in regard of what ( longe (ince ) came tomy 
knowledge, conſerning the Conſpirators in England.

Now,becauſe the evill (mel] of theyr deteſtable projeas is come abroad 
into a great part of the world , which in the ſhort or long will make ; 
Crumwel , and his Helpers, for to ſpuw vp or leave the pray againe , by 
them vnjuſtly taken from theyr betters, both of our owne, and other Na- 
tions. And this is the Reaſon that the Traytors of England firſt made_» 
vie of Strangers againſt theyr owne _ and Country ; I meane ſuch as 8 
were miſ=informed and deceaved by the falſhood of the ſayd Traytors. 

Secondly, the ſtrenght of theyr deluſion , and the neceflity of the ſayd JI. 
Rebbells for it , they yeare after yeare have made vie of one Catholike to Provert. 6. 
deſtroy another Catholike : ſo that it ſeemes theyr Trade and Profeſſion. 1g. 
is to ſowe and to make diſcord , ſtrife, and deviſions amongſt Brethren, rom. 16. 
from whence commeth deſolation , ruying , and bloodſhed , and they yer/. 17. 
warme themſelves by rhe coales of other mens Houſes, whom the ſayd 18.19.20. 
Rebbels ſer on fyer.. 

Therdly , they have not onely feverall times ſtirred vp Proteſtants againſt 1, 
Catholikes , but alſo Catholikes againſt Proteſtants. Waitneſle the Hents ; 
of theyr owne Creators, ſaying : They had helpe of the SubjeQs of the 
King of Spayne , or ſome of them againſt the Lords the States Generall of the 
Vnited Provences , or againſt the peaceable Inhabitants. I confeſſe, if they 
ſpeake trueth , it is to themſelves miſ- fortune, becauſe their cuſtome is verſe. 2.2 
conſtantly for lyes : bur if it bee true, it is but like as Abimelechs boldneſle. +4 
So that, if any of the King of Spaynes ky were drawne thereunto , ,, Py 
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it was by the ſhameleſſe importunety, and ſtrong deluſions of the ſayde 
Rebbells. Vpon which account they would have broken the Peace be- 
tweene the King of Spayne , if the ſayd States ( before mentioned ) had 
proved ſo wicked as themſelves. So that the Reador may vnderſtand, thar 
by ſmooth words , fayre pretences, and other vngod!y ſhiftes , there is 
no end of the hurtſull ploddings of miſchicfe by the ſayde Rebbels. For 
firſt , they will procure others to doe what is vnjuſt, and then will be the 
firſt to ſtirre vp yet others againſt them for it”. 

It were greatly to bee deſired that all people, eſpecially Proteſtants, who 
have beene moſt deluded by the ſayd Rebbells, did perfeQAly vnderſtand 
how much the Confpirators have beene beholden to ſlaunder, fraude, and 
falſchood; and thereby have prevayled with ſeverall other Nations, for to 
condemne, and judge wrongly of ſuch eminent and innocent Perſons at 
home and abroad, as were more righteous then themſelves. And ſome- 
times they joyned with Spayne againſt Portingal/, and ſeverall times ſecretly 
as openly they jugled with Portingall againſt Spayne - and after that, thev 
like againe with Spayze againſt Frawnce, and now with Fraunce againſt Spayre. 
Neyther is it poſſible to mention halff the miſchiefes that the deceavors of 
England hath practiſed in theyr wicked proceedings, But the Indifferent 
Reador may bee pleaſed to remember, that when I mention the Make- 
bates, or Conſpirators of England, I doe not meane the Opprefſſed , nor 
the deluded people of England; but I meane the preſent Traytor Crumwe?, 
the Officors of his Army, and ſuch others of his Right-hand Mares, as 
fell firſt fromthat Religion they firſt had, and ſince have changed theyr 
Religion from Preſbiterians vato Independants ; then to Annabaprtiſts , 
but what Religion now they have, I know not. But this I am ſure, thar 
ſoby Antionomiſmi Adamites , and Quakers Relligion , and others, which I can 
not remember ; but I am ſure, they are all countenanced , if not firſt in- 
vented or deviſed by Crumwell , and his chiefe Helpers : and by this means 
they keepe the people of England , & elſewhere , in continual! conten- 
tion, ſtryffe, and envye, one againſt another, leaſt by Love and Vnity 
they ſhould ſer themſelves againſt the Rebbells, who have brought dif- 
honour, infamy , and diſtreſſe vpon the Nation... 

And this is the Reaſon that the mindes of many people abroad are 
corrupted by the falſe Reportes of thoſe, who have donne ſo much miſ- 
Chiefe, and doe cauſe good people to doe much evill, by thevr bitter cen- 
ſurings and condemning not only the King and Queene, the Biſhops, and 
many a thouſand others, who are peaccable, quyet, and faithfull in the 
Land ; & that for ſome ſmall puniſhment inflited vpon 3. or 4 preſump- 
tious Perſons, who, after ſeverall warnings, continued to trouble the State, 
and diſturbed the Church & the Common-wealth alſo by Rebellious and 
falſe DoQrine,they declared their impudence, like Rabſaketh, in their Books 
or Pamphlets, Sermons, Lybels , ſeditious Feaſts, &c, againſt the Govern- 
ment

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ment then Eſtabliſhed. Which by A& of Parlament, towit, the Lawes of 


the Land, beſides the Proclamations of the King , the Biſhops were en» 
joynd and expreſly charged and commanded to maintaine, and to puniſh 
Offendors , and-ſuch diſturbers as by Lyes, new Dodrines of thevr owne= 
framing , ſtirred vp part of the People to Rebellion againſt the King, the 
Church , and the State, to the loſſe of many a thouſand good mens Lives, 
beſides many of the Rebbels owne adhearance. And therefore no wonder 
though the guilt of the Rebbels make themſelves afrayd , who have cau- 
ſed ſo much innocent blood to bee ſpilled by Sea and Land, beſides mur- 
thering of the Lords Annoynted , & others, whom vnder God , the Peace 
and the Welfare of the Land dependeth. 
And this is the cauſe they vied ſo many devices, policyes, and continuall 
importunities, not onely to deceave many other Nations , eſpecially Pro- 
teſtants, with whom they prevaile little or inuch to joyn with them in theyr 
moſt abhominable Conſpiracy. Neither will they ever ceaſe to provoke 
ſo many others?, as poſſible they can for to enter- into Combination th 
them, becauſe they are continually in ſo much feare of the Gallowes , as 
ever were any knowne Theefes in this world. Therefore, though they bee 
repulſed and reje&ed againe and againe, yet like the Devill, with ſhame- 
leſſe faces, will till preſent themſelves for the procurement of theyr owne 
ends, as it is in the firſt of Iob, verſ.9. 10.11. and inthe ſecond of Iob, 
verlſ. 3. 4. 5. 6. 7. !And ſeverall times in the fourth of Matheuw, verſes 
4 fo 6:7. $o B+ 
Therefore. all you, High and Low , who intend to keep your peace 
with the Lord our God,delay noto breake off Peace with the wicked Reb- 


bels; therefore I ſay vnto you , as Moſes ſayd vnto the people of Iſrael], Nwmb.16. 
I pray depart , and ſeparate your ſelves ſrom theſe wicked men , leaft the good Spirit verſes2.2 6. 
of God depart from you. N O T A. You ſhall finde inthe ſame Chapter , that 27-31. 32+ 
more then three times as many thouſands Yann in that Rebellion, as 33-34-49» 


there were hundreds of them, when they firſt began, like as you may reade 


verſ. 2. and 49. inthe 16. of the Booke of Numbers. 1.54am, 16. 
And though they will ſhowe themſelves as bolde and blaſphemous as 15. 


Rabſhakeh , as it is in the ſecond of the Kings , Chap. 18. verl. 27. 28. 29. 
bur eſpeciall compareths Rebbels of England, with Rabſbakeh, in the 30. verl. 
of the ſame Chapter ; and minde their impudence as was Rat/oatehs, verl. 


'31. Wherefore ſay vnto them, as Chriſt ſayd vntothe Devill, ger thee kence, 11, 4.10» 


Sathan , for it is written , Thou ſhalt not temps the Lord thy God. Therefore you 
may ſce , though the Devill was rejeced divers times by ourSaviour , yet” 
hee was ſo ſhameleſſe as to renewe his temptations againe ; even ſo is the 

raiſe of the Rebbells of England, whoſetemptations are of no leſſe force 
then the Devills were: but you muſt anſweare them as Jeh« anſweared Joram, 


namely : Wat haſt thou to doe with peace, ſo long as the whoredomes of thy Mother Jeſa= 2. Kings. 9, 
bell , and her witchcrafts, are ſo many ? That is you muſt callto minde the frui- ver, 2 2+

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tes, orthe evill aFions committed by the ſayde Confpirators , & throw 
them in theyr owne faces , as occaſion ſhall bee preſented by them-ſelves, 

Gen.15.11 Or you muſt ſtirre vp your ſelves, and dryve them from you, as Abraham 

drove thoſe devouring fowles from the carkaſis of his Sacrafice. 

Now be pleaſed, © King of France , and all other Princes, States , Potent ates, 
Majeftrates and Marchants , and all others whoſoever , conſider, foreſee, and 
minde your owne honour & ſafety intime : for you will finde many times 
that the Lives and Eſtates, as well as the Honour of good and harmleſſe 

2. Kings men, are many times deſtroyed & loſt, becauſe they have to doe with ev1ll 

Chap. 10, Men» as you may ſce bythe 42. men, which were ſlayne by Fehs , onely 

Verſ. 14. for thatthey were going to viſit the childeren of Ahab. Neyther was any 

one of them ſpared or left alive_s. 

And whereas the Rebbels, with whom you are ( or may bee) intangled, 
and by them drawne into diſhonourable and ungodly diflignes , and when 
afcerward they ſhall ſee that vpon more ſerious conſideration you begin to 
{corne and ſhake them of, then will they pretend Artikles of Agreement”, 
which themſelves, or ſome others for them , have by ſurtell policy obray- 

| ned from you , by pretences which beares a doubble meaning. 

E/ther 3. 8, Vnto which I anſweare againſt theſe Sophiſters, that though by the 
9. 11.12. 8rcedineſſe, pride, & bloody mindednefle of Hampn , Abaſueru the King was 
1 3everſes. Prevayld withall to give conſent to deſtroy the Iewes, and to take all their 

goods : yet vpon better deliberation and information , hee did not onely 

Efther 7, Tevoke the Decree , but cauſed him to bee hanged for his impudence , by 

verſe 9. 10. whom hee was drawen therevnto, and that after the writtings were1igned, 

Eſter $. ſealed, and ſent away. Note heere , how th King commaunded by Letters, 

verſ. 10. 11 that for the wicked deviſe, deviſed by Haman againſt the lewes , ſhould 

Eſter. 9,2 5 . Feturne vpon his owne head , and that hee, to wit Hamer and his 10. 

Sonnes , ſhould bee hanged on the gallowes. 

And if the Rebbells of England , who hath approved themſelves farres 
worſle then Hamon, were ſerved ſo, it would be a piece of Service accepta- 
bel vnto God and Man, and right honourable vnro the Authors of it. By 
which the Reador , and all men , may fee and take notice, that it is farre- 
more pleaſing vnto the Lord , to breake of Agreements with ſuch, as pra= 
Aiſe nothing but miſchiefe,then it can bee to continue in a wicked League 
with ſuch , as the Rebbells of England are. I pray you all, High & Low, 

Pſal. 26. at home and abroad , to conſider the Reſolution and Example of David:

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Iam afrayd of a perperuall deſolation upon England, becauſe the pryde 
and impudence of the Rebbells, who hath reproached , cheated , diſhou- 
red, and ſpoyld the Nation, as well men of ordinary quality , as the more 
conſiderabell ; they have alſo magnifyed them-ſelves againſt the Lord, 
and his people: andthis Aſſembly of Sycophants now in England , doe. 
Vſurp a rigorous Authority, and they doe inſult over the meanor forte of 
men, as well as over the more eminent, who cauſe divers to groane from 
out of the Citty, & the ſoule of the wounded cryeth out, yet God laveth not * 
folly to them ; neyther can any in all the world more preſumptuouſly take

Neyther doe I know who ſhould bee Antichriſt vnleſſe the Devil, or Cruz- 


well , or ſome ſuch curſed Creature. 
I confeſſe it can nor yet bee ſayd , that the Seaven Hills of Rome , are in the 


poſſeſſion of this our Cramwell. But I have ſome Reaſons with confidence; Keves. 18. 
to thinke, that Crumwell, the Sycofant, hath ſeaven foule Spirits about him, ** 3 
or that are his Aſſociates , who are yet more wicked then any can bee 

about the Pope , or in Rome it ſelfe. Neyther doe I ſuppole it will bee 

harde for to diſprove, but that the Rebbells are Lyers ( like thoſe falſe » 
Apoſtels) who pretend to be Chriſtians, and arenvr, but are rather of the Zepha 2.9 


Synagogne of Sathan : witneſſe theyr troubling of all Nations, who are good 
Chriſtians , beſides theyr owne Nations, ſo many yeares together. And *3: 
marke their many alterations , and changes againſt Chriſtianity in Eng- 
land, and contrary vntoall Chriſtians of all other Nations. 

And yet the future and evill intent of the 1»gglers in England , doth 
apeare againſt Chriſtians , in that they will neyther aſliſt the Scare of Penice, 
in theyr diftrefſe at all themſelves, nor will they ceaſe from hindring nor, 
from troubling of thoſe , that gladly would helpe thar State in theyr need, 
whoare an Honourable, Ancient, and Peaceable State, to wit, The Repu 
blike of Venice : who are like to bee forced unto a very diſhonourable Peace, 
which can not but prove very prejudiciall vnto France, & vnto other ſeve- 
ral Chriſtian Nations: or elſe the ſayd State may cometo be greatly diſtreſ- 
ſed by reaſor-of the Rebbels of England , which will bee yer worſe for other 


Chriſtians ; yet the ſayde Rebbells continue to preſſe on theyr owne ends, 
H though

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though they ſhould bring all Chriſtendom in ſubje&ion vnto thoſe who 
are no Chriſtians , and therefore they will make no Peace , but breake and 
hinder what Peace they can , vnleſſe it bee with ſuch as arelike themſelves, 
who will ſhortly beefound worſe then Turkes : who by theyr diſſimulations 
pretend to bee what they are not, and it 15 theyr chiefe joy to trouble the, 
Chriſtians, becauſe they know it to be pleaſing to ſuch as are no Chriſtians. 
And this is the Reaſon they continueto renew and ſtirre vp ſtrife , conten- 
tion, miſchiefe, and bloodſhedde, betweene Chriſtians and Chriſtians , as 
aforeſayd. 

W herefore they ſeeme almoſt to burſt with envy againſt the ITeſuwytrs, 
who endevour to keep the people in peace and vaity, and from infurre- 
Qions , tumults, and Rebellion , againſt theyr ſeverall Princes or Magi. 
ſtrates, vnder whom they doe relidey. Alſo theyr endeavour is , to ſave 
theyr people from being ſpoyled , ſchattered , or deceaved by the W oofes 
or Rebbells of England, by whoſe meanes ( vnder God ) the Lives, as 
well as the Eſtates of thoſe people are preſerved , becauſe they expell and 
fruſtrate the poyſon which ingenders or breeds in the hearts of Rebbelles, 
And I would to God, all good Proteſtants , and godly Miniſters had taken 
heed in- time , and had not bitten of the ſecreat baytes where withall the 
Traytors of England have catched and drawne _ into Treaſon, and 
evill deſignes, as well as themſclves. But ſuch Proteſtants and Catholikes 
ſhall doe well to free and cleanſe themſelves in time tocome, and to ſce_» 
that they.bee not defiled with the cages of theſe vackane Birds, and tron, 
being companions with a Denne of Theefes.

by deſtroying much fiſch, ſo long as they live: which isthe cauſe thar 
large monye ts given for theyr heads, ms bee good for nothing. 
But they that can obtaynethe heads of ſuch Rebbells , deſerve much more 
mony and favour both from God and all good men : becauſe the Rebbells 
neyther doe , nor will ceaſe from deſtroying abundance of good and honeſt 
men, 
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men , of theyr owne, and other Nations, ſoby Sea as by Lande, and had 
Knepperdoll:;ng , and Fan van Leyden , and theyr followers, by whom it ſeems 
the Relligion and practiſe of Cramwell,, and his Aſſociates was firſt com« 
pofed and ated : ſeverall whereof had for rewarde each an Yron Baſ- 
ket, and were naked noynted with. honny, exalted to the toppe of the Stee- 
ple at Mrnſter in Weſtphalen, & ſtung to death-with flyes, without eyther meat 
or drinke , but onely halfe a penny Loafe once for all. 

AndI partly perceave that Crumwell the Traytor , & ſome of his fellows, 
arc afrayd of fine ſuch like rewarde ; for what they have donne vntorthe_, 
King and the Nation of England,as well as to our friends and Neighbour- 
Nations, who knowes very well what became of Wat Teyler , and his Com- 
panions ; and this is the Reaſon that they keepe a great Army of Souldiors 
m Armes , like vnto themſelves, which are payed out of other mens 
Eſtates by force, againſt the King , and the Country. Neyther can they 
deviſe any berter ſhifts for to collour & hyde theyr owneTheft & Treaſon, 
then by Lyes & forged pretences againſt the King, andſuch others, as were 
faithfull in the Land, & more righteous then themſelves.

though his mortall enemy : & God gave him ſeverall times into his hand : 70: 3!- 
yet David (pared Saul himſclfe, and killed him not, and hee did alſo re- 2 17-18 
ſtrayne others , that wouid have killed bim ,. as Sau! himſclfe confeſſeth, 79: 
And David {ayd vnto Abiſhai , Deſtroy him net ; far who can ſtretch forth bu hand 1-54. 26, 
againſt the Lords Anuoymed , aud bee guiltleſſe 2 9. 

Obadia , who was Servant vnto a badde King , who deſtroyed the Pro- 
phets of the Lord, and did much evill, yet Obad:a never offert to rebel 


againſt his Maſter ; but did good to the Prophets of the Lord privately. 1.Xing. v3,

Who, 
though they were favoured long, and ſaved from being —__ , which by 
the Law of the Land they deſerved ; yet the ſayd Rebbels , by theyr Ad= 
herants and themſelves, have malitiouſly and continually diſperſed among 
all fuch Proteſtants vpon whom they have beene able to faſten theyr Lyes 
farre and neere, within and without England : Namely, They have. faifly 
reported that theſe vnworthy Fellowes, before mentioned , were honeſt & 
godly men.
